Soviet Spaceman Is Hailed as Hero, 
Lauds Red Power To Crush Enemies 


MOSCOW 
(A P )—Soviet 
space­ 


man Gherman Titov returned to 
Moscow today for a hero’s wel­ 
come, kissed his welcomers right 
and left and warned that if the 
“ enemies of peace unleash an­ 
other war, the Soviet Union has 
the wherewithal to crush the ag­ 
gressor.” 
Standing atop the Lenin-Stalin 
tomb, the 26-year-old Titov told 
the 
applauding 
multitude 
jam ­ 
ming Red Square his space flight 
was dedicated to peaceful purpos­ 
es and “ we use our mighty rocket 
technique for the sake of prog­ 
ress.” 
But, he added, “ We have all the 
means necessary to rebuff an im­ 
perialist attack, and I as a mili­ 
tary pilot, am ready to fulfill any 
task given me by the Communist 
party and the government.”

U. S. troops in Troy went along with the 
legend, and “Uncle Sam” became Army 
slang for the government. Now' the top- 
hatted. long coat - tailed and much-car­ 


tooned old codger has come to personify 
the U.S.A. 
Indiana claims that the original Uncle 
bam immigrated to that state after the 
war of 1812, and died there at the age of 
about IOO. This effort to transplant Sam 
has been colorfully denounced by Rep.

He revised the 
ancient traditions of the Teutonic 
peoples, just as Verdi inspired re ­ 
volutionary nationalism as an Ital­ 
ian ideal. If such com posers drag­ 
ged together a bunch of instru­ 
m ents and just made noise, they 
would undoubtedly have done as 
well as the present noise - m akers 
who only m ake so m uch noise to 
cover up their paucity of ideas. 
But the B.B.C. folks did not lack 
ideas, just as Wu Ting-fang knew 
what he was doing when 
he in­ 
vented Chop Suey. It is said that 
when he was am bassador to the 
United States, som e callers asked 
him if he could concoct some Chin­ 
ese food for them .

Q. I hare heard that antibiotict 
are used to keep poultry and 
fish from spoiling. It it tafe to 
eat food preserved in this way?

In another of his self . billed 
reports to the people, DiSalle said 
majority Republicans in the legis­ 
lature are trying to satisfy certain 
influential individuals ani groups, 
and indicated that among them 
are Ohio's public utilities. 
He mentioned one bill which he 
said would have given utility cus 
tom ers a fair chance in the rate 
bargainng. He said this bill never 
got out of com mittee because the 
GOP mem bers wouldn't give it 
enough votes. 
DiSalle said total appropriations 
for programs such as aid to the 
aged and aid to dependent chil­ 
dren look good on the surface, but 
that when the money is divided 
among the m any recipients the 
amount per person is very small. 
As a result of appropriation cut 
backs, he said, old age pensioners 
are getting only $2.21 a day and 
aid for dependent children amount 
to only $1 a day.

The 30 per cent failure rate of 
the Atlas booster rocket, used to

search scientist George S, Schair- 
er of Boeirjg Aircraft’s Seattle, 
Wash., division. 
Schairer predicted future space 
men will fly their booster rockets

planes are flown today. 
To accomplish this the rockets 
will have to be “ tamed down a 
little bit” to where man will have 
time to react to changes in the 
behavior of the rocket and to 
make whatever corrections are 
necessary, he said.
